ury department up to the present year. 
The controversy arises out of the dep*ecia- 
tion of American silver. he merchants 
contend that in collecting the duty in 1878 
and 79 on goods, for instaice 
from Chi: 1a, valued on the invoicesin Mex- 
ican dollars, the government should not 
bave assuined thatthe value in Mexicano 
dollars was equivalent to the vulue’in 
American silver dollars of 4124 grains and 
collected duty en that number of dollars’ 
worth. On the contrary, it should have 
reduced the value of goods in 
Mexican dollars to an equivalent 
value in American gold dollars and made 
thissum the basis for imposition of duty. 
This was practicaliy done in January of 
this year by a change in the official scale of 
equiv alent values of foreign and domestic 
coi ad spt: d by the treasury depart ment 
which § is based on the American got Jdollar 
The presenti suit, which is entitled Had- 
den ve. Collector, isa te-t case, brought to 
recover about fifteen percent. of alleged ex- 
cess of duty collected by reason of the 
treesury department's adoption of silver in- 
stead of gold as the unit of com parison in 
estimating the valve of foreign coins. The 
decision in the present suit will govern a 
large pumber of other cases throughout the 
country.
